Paris Document 
Will Call For 
'Realistic' Truce 


SAIGON (AP) — The Vietnam 
document being worked out in Paris 
calls for a realistic cease-fire within 24 
hours after 
signing and 
includes 
timetables for other provisions of the 
original truce, Saigon government 
sources said today. 


The informants said the plan being 
drawn up by Henry A. Kissinger and 
Hanoi’s Le Due Tho also calls for 
implementation of Article 20 of the 
original pact. If observed, this could 
mean an end to U.S. tombing in 
Cambodia. 
Kissinger returned to Paris from 
W ashington today but m ade no 
comment on the disclosure of the 
communique. 
Saigon governm ent sources in­ 
dicated that Saigon and Washington 
are in general agreement on the 
communique but said whether it will 
be concluded depends on Hanoi’s re­ 
action to revisions proposed by the 
allied side. 
American sources would neither 
confirm nor deny the report, but they 
said the comm unique 
that was 
disclosed was “authentic.” 
Kissinger and Tho were to resume 
discussions today in the French 
capital. 
The communique was scheduled to 
be signed last Saturday, but South 
Vietnamese President Nguyen Van 
Thieu balked.

Before Senate Probers 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A federal 
judge today granted immunity for 
ousted White House counsel John W. 
Dean to testify before the Senate 
Watergate committee, and refused to 
block live radio and television 
coverage of his testimony. 
U.S. Dist. Judge John J. Sirica also 
ordered Dean to testify before the 
Watergate grand jury, but without 
immunity. Dean’s lawyer has said his 
client would refuse to answer grand 
jury questions on grounds of possible 
self-incrimination. 
Sirica’s rulings were a setback for 
Dean, who has failed to win a grant of 
immunity from prosecutors. He now 
will appear at the grand jury before he 
appears at the Senate hearings, 
making it somewhat less difficult for 
federal prosecutors to build a case 
against him. 
They have said Dean was at the 
center of a plot to cover up the 
wiretapping scandal. 
Dean’s lawyers Monday asked Sirica 
to quash a summons ordering him to 
appear before the grand jury. 
Charles Shaffer, counsel for Dean, 
told Sirica Monday that if his client is 
ordered to go before the federal panel 
he would advise him to give only his 
name and address and plead the 5th 
Amendment against self-incrimination 
to all other questions.

The blaze broke out around 9 p.m.

Dave O’Neill. In less than an hour tin,* 
fire was under control. 
One of the men who helped free 
horses rn the burning stables was 
groom Rob Maxey. He said “ We went 
from barn to barn. There were only 
three or four of us. The horses carne 
out running. They were running so 
hard it’s a wonder some of us didn’t get 
hurt.” 
Tearful owners and grooms rushed 
to the track to learn whether their 
horses were missing or dead. 
“ We saw the fire on TV—it was a 
horrible feeling,” said Corckey Stacks, 
Cincinnati, a groom at the track. 
“ We had 15 head in one of those 
barns,” she continued. “ We’ve only 
found one. There are two dead in one 
barn, one was ours.” 
(>ne resident who has a farm across 
the road said nine of the track horses 
fled to his barn. He said owners were 
welcome to bring other horses in for 
shelter. 
Fire officials said three horses died 
in one barn, and two each died in the 
other three. 
There were no injuries to any people 
at the track, which had closed its 
racing day earlier. One fireman was 
treated for smoke inhalation and two 
others suffered minor burns.

NEW YORK (AP) - Every cor­ 
poration develops sales and earnings 
forecasts to aid in making operating 
decisions. But then that information 
very often gets into the hands of a few 
insiders who stand to profit by it. 
In the routine course of his studies, 
for example, a stock analyst is bound 
to learn of the projections and be able 
to add them to the assortment of fact 
and fancy from which 
his own 
prediction evolves. 
ITesuming the wisdom of both the 
corporate seers and the analyst, those 
in the know can obtain a decided ad­ 
vantage over other investors whose 
only source is public information. 
Something like the amateur granting 
strokes to the pro. 
Noting that such occurrences were, 
in spirit at least, antithetical to the 
open trading markets it sought, the 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
took on the problem ... and then left the 
decision up to the companies involved. 
The SEC ruled, in effect, that 
financial forecasts should be optional 
but regulated. Regulated companies 
that meet certain criteria would be 
permitted to choose to project or not to 
project 
“ future 
economic 
per­ 
formance.” 
Once an affirmative choice was 
made, however, the company would 
have to meet SEC prescribed stan­ 
dards. But the choice itself was left up 
to the individual companies, and so the 
debate rages: to project or not to 
project.

Do you know where the late actor 
Tito Worries 
About Future

For Communism’s most durable 
dictator, June 28 should be a day of 
victory celebration. 
Twenty-five years ago, by order of 
Joseph Stalin, international Com­ 
munism’s big command council, then 
known as the Communist Information 
Bureau or Cominform, adopted a 
resolution designed to destroy Josip 
Broz Tito. 
Tito not only long outlived Stalin but 
now is the object of ardent wooing by 
the same men in the Kremlin who once 
joined in a chorus of vituperation. 
Why, 
then, 
has 
Yugoslavia’s 
President for life seemed so fretful 
lately? 
The 
current 
Tito-Kremlin 
relationship is only one of complexities 
that mark a developing 
“ era of 
peaceful coexistence.” If Tito is 
fretful, possibly the answer lies in just 
such complexities. Perhaps Tito, at 81, 
now as ever regarding himself as an 
exemplary Ijeninist, worries that after 
he surrenders the reins he held for 28 
years, Yugoslavia will stray away 
from the “ socialist” course he chose 
for them. Perhaps he is concerned 
about his niche in the pantheon of 
Leninism. 
From the carnage of World War II, 
Tito emerged master of Yugoslavia, a 
federation created after the previous 
world war and made up of a wide 
variety of nationalities. Many of its 
people were individualists with strong 
local prejudices. Tito’s Communists 
had to make concessions, particularly 
to the tough-minded peasantry which 
wouldn’t tolerate Collectivization, 
Sovietstyle. For that, Tito incurred 
Stalin’s wrath. 
Stalin ordered Tito to Romania and a 
Cominform 
meeting 
for 
“ just 
criticism.” Mindful of the 
disap­ 
pearance of other Communists on 
similar journeys of contrition, Tito 
balked. Stalin was furious. 
“ I will shake my little finger and 
there will be no more Tito,” Stalin 
raged to Nikita S. Khrushchev. “ He 
will fall.” 
The Cominform adopted on June 28, 
1948 a resolution tossing Tito and his 
party out of the fold on grounds of 
being “ hateful” to the Russians, re­ 
sisting Soviet military advisers and 
following an “ incorrect line” in 
developing Yugoslavia’s economy. 
What got in the way of Stalin’s little 
finger? The cold war at that moment 
had reached a peak with a Soviet at­ 
tempt to seize West Berlin by means of 
blockade. Until then, U.S.-Yugoslav 
relations could hardly have been 
worse, 
but 
with 
Yugoslavia 
threatened, the United States sprang 
to its aid. The implicit statement of a 
U.S. stake in Tito contributed much to 
his survival.

The answer is Malabar Farm, home 
of the late Louis Bromfield, Pulitzer 
Prize winning author, located 12 miles 
southeast of Mansfield, the suggested 
tour area for this AAA trip of the week. 
In and around Mansfield, a highly 
industrial city, are some 3,000 acres of 
public lakes, 2,000 camping sites, a 
championship race course, two ski 
centers, a toboggan run and a number 
of canoe liveries where 500 canoes are 
ready 
and 
waiting 
for 
the 
ad­ 
venturesome river traveler. 
One of Mansfield’s outstanding 
attractions is Kingwood Center and 
Gardens. Teh Center’s 47 acres bloom 
with many beautiful varieties between 
April and October, with at least one 
variety at its peak at all times. The 
center is an educational institution 
that puts emphasis on gardening, 
horticultural and nature study. 
Kingwood Hall, a 27-room French 
provincial mansion, and the gardens 
are the estate of the late industrialist 
Charles Kelley King who died at the 
age of 84 in 1952. 
In the same area as Kingwood Hall is 
the Blockhouse, a 20 by 20 foot timber 
fort built in 1812. Now a scout meeting 
place, it was once used by Johnny 
Appleseed and later was converted to a 
jail. You will notice a monument to the 
famed appleseed planter located 
nearby. 
Malabar Farm has 715 acres and 
The Big House, Bromfield’s home, 
consists of 31 rooms. Many priceless 
heirlooms are on display and tours of 
the house and grounds are available. 
Malabar Farm was recently entered 
in the national registry of historic 
places which makes the state eligible 
for federal matching funds for 
restoration projects on the farm. 
The Country Store, in nearby Lucas, 
contains 
collections 
of 
early 
American, Amish and Pennsylvania 
Dutch Country items. 
The 
Muskingum 
Conservancy 
District, a short distance southeast of 
the tour area, is comprised of more 
than 16,000 acres of lakes with 365 
miles of shoreline, affording ample 
facilities for outdoor activities. 
AAA suggests this route to the tour 
area: From Circleville go north on US 
23 to 1-270; use the west leg of the 
outerbelt (1-270) to 1-71; northeast on I- 
71 to State Route 13; north on State

Frederick M. Ryan, a prisoner of war 
from another era, says he’s a forgotten 
man. 
Disabled and dejected, the 41-year- 
old father of five says “ I love my 
country” but “ I think it let me down.” 
Wounds received as a captive of the 
North Koreans have bothered him to 
the extent that he says he can’t con­ 
tinue working. 
“ I ’d go home crying at night, it hurt 
so bad,” he said. 
His bitterness deepened with the 
fanfare received by returning Vietnam 
POWS from America’s public and 
press. 
“ It hurt me because they didn’t 
recognize me when I came back. I feel 
left out because I didn’t have the 
homecoming I was entitled to,” he 
said. 
Ryan, a Dayton, Ky., native, was 
captured in 1950 when his 49-man 
platoon was surrounded by North 
Koreans. Held three days without food, 
the Americans were lined up and shot 
in a machine-gun execution when 
American forces staged a coun­ 
terattack. 
He was wounded in the right side of 
his back and arm, but his head fell 
under a buddy’s body. That saved him 
when the North Koreans finished off 
the survivors. Ryan and two others 
lived through the massacre. 
Ryan said the government didn’t 
provide him compensation for seven 
years because he failed to appeal his 
original disability rating in time. 
“ They didn’t tell me I was entitled to 
disability or anything. How in the hell 
can I appeal something I don’t know 
nothing about9’’ he asked. 
He began receiving 50 per cent 
disability benefits in 1958 and now gets 
$270 a month. 
Ryan said the Veteran’s 
Ad­ 
ministration won’t boost his rating 
because they contend his nervous 
disability resulted from the ex­ 
perience, not the wounds. 
Two of his children work and “ my 
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wife sells a little Avon," he said. 
Ryan said those who gave their lives 
“ gave the ultimate sacrifice. 
But, he said, “ those who come back 
disabled and have to lie in those 
hospital beds, they gave the supreme 
sacrifice.”

The two deaths raised to 816 tin* 
number of persons killed in nearly four 
years of violence in Northern Ireland. 
Meanwhile, hundreds of young Irish 
Republican Army supporters flooded 
into Dublin from Bodenstown, where 
they had marched to the grave of 18th 
century Irish patriot Wolfe Tone.

WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Nixon, a loner before, seems even 
more alone since the Watergate 
scandals separated him from his two 
closest aides, H. R. Haldeman and 
John D. Ehrlichman. 
White House insiders say that C. G. 
“ Bebe" Rebozo, a frequent Nixon 
companion, is the only friend they can 
recall having dined privately with the 
President at the executive mansion in 
recent months. 
Even the Nixon family circle at the 
White House is dwindling. Tricia and 
Edward Cox have taken up residence 
in New York, Julie and David Eisen­ 
hower live in a Bethesda, Md., house 
rented from Rebozo. 
Mrs. Nixon and Julie have described 
the Watergate as agonizing for the 
President and tragic for the families of 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman, who re­ 
signed April 30. “ We’ve been friends so 
long,” Mrs. Nixon said. 
The Nixon family has taken up a 
theme pronounced by lawyer son-in- 
law Cox that “ Watergate is a thing of 
the past.” Investigators will thrash it 
out, they say, and the President must 
move ahead policy break-throughs 
which they think will make his mark in 
history. 
Nixon’s isolation in office is often 
cited as a factor in some of his recent 
problems. 
In earlier, flappier days of his 
presidency, Nixon explained himself: 
“ I am a somewhat unusual man to 
lie in political life, because I tend to be 
less gregarious, frankly, than the 
average person in this position in 
political life. I don’t tend to be a first- 
manner, or basically shall we say, too 
familiar. That is my nature... I tend to 
be somewhat formal.” 
From the time he moved into the 
Oval Office, Nixon 
established a 
pattern of depending on his staff, even 
for news reports. 
One aide describes 
Nixon 
as 
operating 
“ with 
the 
conduit phi­ 
losophy, the way an efficient executive 
of a large corporation would work.” He

In his personal life as President, 
Nixon quickly demonstrated a desire 
for privacy, hideaways and frequent 
changes of scenery. A weekend spent 
in the White House is a rarity for him. 
In one 10-day period earlier this 
year, Nixon visited his retreats at San 
Clemente, Calif., on the Pacific Ocean, 
Kay Biscayne, Ha., on the Atlantic 
and Camp David in the Catoctin 
Mountains of Maryland. He frequently 
goes from Kay Biscayne to a friend’s 
private island in the British Bahamas. 
In the W'hite House he sought so long 
to win, Nixon is said to find the trap­ 
pings of 
the 
famed 
Oval 
Office 
distracting and has established a 
smaller hideaway in the Executive 
Office Building next door. 
There, he prefers to work with his 
yellow legal pads at a small table in 
the comer. “ I never recall him sitting 
at the desk there,” a close associate 
said. 
Neither can aides recall Nixon ever 
working in his shirtsleeves. His only 
concession to informality on the job is 
to wear a sports jacket occasionally. 
Once when there were reports that 
the President sported flared purple 
trousers at (.’amp David, White House 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said 
“ well, he wears sports clothes from 
time to time. I think flared’ is a little 
exaggerated Some of his slacks have 
cuffs on them. I mean he’s a regular 
guy, he wears sports clothes.” 
But purple? “ I don’t know about 
purple,” said Ziegler, “ some of his 
slacks are blue.” 
Nixon also retreats to the tiny 
lincoln Sitting Room of the second 
floor family quarters in the White 
House, where he often has a cozy fire 
even in the warm weather — and lis­ 
tens to music, from stereo equipment 
stored in a closet. 
Nixon recently explained his need 
for aloneness. 
“ Great decisions, if they are to tx* 
good decisions, must be made cooly ... 
Of course, I like to hear everyone, but 
then I go off alone and decide...” 
He has established Camp David, 
located 
on an 
isolated 
wooded 
mountaintop, as one of his chief 
decision-making spots. It is a 20 
minute helicopter ride from the White 
House, which one of his daughters has 
likened to a big, empty hotel. 
Nixon removed one of the remaining 
leisure facilities at the White House, 
the .swimming pool. It was covered 
over to create a half-million dollar 
pressroom. He also eliminated tlx* late 
President Eisenhower’s hand, well- 
clipped golfing green outside the Oval 
Office. 
Nixon runs in place for exercise, 
Ixtwls occasionally at two lanes in tlx* 
Executive Office Building next door to 
the White House, or Camp David 
alleys. He likes swimming, goes in just 
about daily when he’s at Camp David, 
and bragged about biking a plunge in 
the heated pool tliere once when tlx* 
temperature outside was “ five degrees 
below.” 
Nixon dines on a low-fat diet he says 
"keeps you in better mental shape — it 
does me.” His weight is around 172 
now. 
Recently lie set the record straight 
about his reported taste for cottage 
cheese arni ketchup. It’s spiced up 
more often now with pineapple. “ You 
have to dress up cottage cheese to eat 
it,” Nixon said. 
One of his favorite simple dinner 
dishes is reported to lie linked breast of 
chicken with lemon juice, oregano and 
( Implied parsley fresh from the White 
House garden. 
Nixon’s habits are pretty well fixed 
and predictable. He has breakfast on a 
tray in his room, looking over briefing

papers while he eats. Lunch is on a 
tray in his office, alone. He has dinner 
around 6:30 p.m., usually with the 
family. 
Showing the family quarters dining 
room to former Vietnam prisoners of 
war in May, a guide told them the 
lYesident’sdoesn’t like to eat there be­ 
cause of the French wallpaper with 
American Revolution scenes that First 
I -ady Jacqueline Kennedy had put on 
the walls. 
"He does not like to eat looking at 
battle scenes,” the White House guide 
said. 
Nixon is usually at his oval office by 
8 a m., with the first order of business 
the famous blue looseleaf notebook 
labeled “ Daily News Summary” wait­ 
ing on his desk. 
Though he reportedly gets six daily 
newspapers, Nixon prefers his news 
from this overnight compilation 
provided under the supervision of 
speechwriter Pat Buchanan. Aides say 
it sometimes runs 40 pages, divided 
into national, international 
and 
political news, with a “ summarizing of 
the summary” too. 


Aides said Nixon spends IO minutes 
to a half hour reading the summaries. 
He makes marginal comments as he 
reads, such as “ What’s the story on 
this?” or “ Give me a report.” 
The daily 
presidential chores 
require Nixon to sign innumerable 
documents, as many as 75 a day, even 
more when Congress is winding up a 
session. 
The President’s handwriting is hard 
to read. He admits he flunked pen­ 
manship in first grade and “ never 
learned to write.” 
Early in the game, Nixon gave up 
trying to follow Lyndon Johnson’s 
example of signing documents with 
numerous souvenier pens. He tried, 
but his signature “ came out so dis­ 
torted people didn’t believe it was 
mine.” 
He still uses an old-fashioned ink- 
filled pen, rather than a ballpoint for 
his official signings and the ink is 
checked out by the government 
Printing Office for indelibility. 
Unlike the average man, a president 
has plenty of people to do his chores for 
him. 


He doesn’t have to go shopping for 
his clothes. Nixon’s tailor, H. Freeman 
& Son 
of 
Philadelphia, sends 
a 
representative to the “ White House 
with tape measure and swatches of 
material twice a year. Nixon orders 
about four suits each time. 


He has some 15 daytime suits, 
mostly blue and gray; three tuxedos: 
and one cutaway he wore to his 
daughters weddings. 
About every IO days, the President 
gets a haircut. He goes downstairs to 
the White House barber shop where 
Milton Bitts does the trimming. 
Nixon’s sideburns are a little longer. 
His hair is greyer since he came to 
office, and since Watergate daughter 
Julie says. 


Nixon also has a valet, Zosimo 
Monzon, who takes care of getting his 
clothes cleaned and pressed. 
Once when his motorcade bogged 
down in Chicago I>oop traffic, Nixon 
hopped out and walked into a men’s 
store. He splurged and bought eight 
neck ties. 
Nixon usually doesn’t carry any 


pocket money. His aide had to turn for 
financial help to accompanying Secret 
Service agents to come up with some 
$70 for the ties. 
Rose Woods, Nixon’s longtime 
personal secretary, takes care of 
paying his bills. The President and his 
wife file a joint income tax return. 
When Nixon gets a chance to relax, 
he likes theater-going, restaurant- 
dining and Saturday night movies. He 
can command any films he wants and 
has seen several repeats of “ Patton.^ 
Asked for a rundown on Nixon’s 
recent filmfare, the White House list 
ranged from the 1956 Deborah Kerr 
movie “ Tea and Sympathy, to High 
Plains Drifter,” a 1973 western star­ 
ring Clint Eastwood. 
On a spring or summer evening in 
Washington, Nixon likes to summon 
the Navy Yacht Sequoia for a Potomac 
River cruise. 
Nixon takes a drink now and then 
and takes pride in his martini-making. 
He likes wines, too. But not cham­ 
pagne, he said recently, because he 
drank so much of it in toasts during his 
world travels as vice president.

John Gilligan has met with Senate 
majority leader Theodore M. Gray in 
an apparent attempt to soften potential 
Republican Senate cuts in his proposed 
state budget. 
Gilligan’s press secretary, Robert 
Tenenbaum, confirmed Monday that 
Gilligan discussed his budget privately 
over the weekend with Gray at the lat- 
ter’s Piqua family home. 
“It’s my understanding that he told 
Gray he wasn’t interested in getting 
into another 1971 (when the legislature 
delayed the budget and resorted to 
several interim budgets to keep the 
state running),” Tenenbaum said. 
“But if they (Senate Republicans) 
were going to insist, he would accept it, 
which I guess translates into English 
as ‘I.*t’s compromise,’” he said. 
Gray said Gilligan “was attempting 
to get a feel for how valid the reports of 
budget cuts were that have been in the 
press.”

Committee Chairman Max H. Dennis, 
R-10 Wilmington, are attempting to cut 
$97 million in House approved ap­ 
propriations to various state agencies. 
“He (Gilligan) told me he planned to 
come down hard on the mental health 
cuts ($11.8 million out of a $416 million 
budget) but that wasn’t what really 
bothered him,” Gray said. “He in­ 
dicated the environm ental cuts 
bothered him the most ($18 million out 
of the $24 million Environmental 
Protection Agency budget and $5 mil­ 
lion out of $52.6 million for the 
Department of Natural Resources).”

The work of the General Assembly 
this week centered around 
three 
constitutional amendments which 
would give tax relief to large families, 
farmers and owners of private and 
public outdoor recreation lands. 
The first amendment, Senate Joint 
Resolution 9, would remove wording in 
the Constitution which requires a 
$3,000 ceiling on family income exempt 
from the state income tax. The law 
provides a $500 per person exception 
but limits it to six such exemptions 
regardless of the size of the family. 
The Resolution, previously passed 
by the Senate, was approved by the 
House 94-1 and now goes to the 
Secretary 
of 
State 
for 
ballot 
preparation aimed at this November. 
Another Constitutional amendment 
passed would base valuation of farm 
land for property taxation purposes on 
current use rather than potential use. 
Taxation of farm land based on 
potential use could drive farmers out 
of business in areas where land 
becomes more valuable because of its 
potential use for housing, business and 
industry. 
The Senate vote on the House 
Resolution was 28-4 and now returns to 
the House for concurrence so the ballot 
date will read November rather than 
May, as previously passed by the 
House. 
The third 
amendment 
passed 
provides a surnlar property tax break 
for owners of recreation lands. The 
stated purpose of this amendment is to 
encourage development and main­ 
tenance of open space lands so as to

insure their presence near our ever 
increasing urban areas. 
The House defeated such a proposal 
when there was an attempt to include 
it within the farm lands measure. The 
proposal will now return to the House 
in the Senate approved form as a 
separate amendment. 


Lim ited

divorce 
legislation passed the Ohio Senate this 
week Approved 32-1, and now on its 
way to the House, the measure allows 
faultless divorce when a husband and 
wife live apart for one year. If a judge 
finds at the end of that year recon­ 
ciliation is impossible, the divorce 
would be granted 


A bill which will insure easier access 
to public buildings by the handicapped 
was passed by the House this week. 
Under existing laws all plans for public 
buildings must include regulations to 
facilitate "reasonable” access and use 
by all handicapped persons, but it does 
not go far enough in insuring access by 
such persons. 
Among the requirements mandated 
by this bill are: 
Barrier-free entrances to permit 
passage of wheelchairs; 
Ramps 
leading to elevators; Water fountains 
and public telephones low enough to 
permit use by persons in wheelchairs; 
Lase of access and use of food service 
areas. 
These accommodations will not add 
excessively to the cost of construction, 
but will require some thought and 
planning by those constructing a 
public building. The bill goes to the 
Senate for its consideration.

Power Firms 
Skyrocket

The season’s first widespread heat 
wave kept the eastern third of the 
nation sweltering today and placed 
heavy demands on electrical power for 
airconditioning. Cooler air fanned into 
the midcontinent. 


Temperatures remained in the 
sticky 70s and low 80s overnight from 
the central Plains to the Eastern 
Seaboard 
after 
daytime 
highs 
throughout the 90s. 


The heat caused many problems for 
major metropolitan areas where 
power companies cut back on voltage 
in order to avoid brownouts. 
Utilities along the East ( ’oast cut 
back 5 per cent, Chicago’s electric 
company reduced power by 2*^ per 
cent and Michigan utilities cut back by 
5 per cent. 
Pavement on expressways around 
the Chicago area buckled, causing 
traffic james for miles. The auto 
traffic flow to O’Hare International 
Airport was at a trickle for an extend­ 
ed period. 
Thunderstorms producing 
locally 
heavy rain were scattered along the 
Gulf and south Atlantic coasts and 
from the central Plains through the 
Great 
Lakes 
Region 
into 
New 
Ragland. 
Temperatures behind the mid­ 
continent thunderstorms were 15 to 20 
degrees cooler than areas just ahead of 
the cold front. 
Charleston, S C., and nearby coastal 
areas were mopping up after record 
rains Monday Hinnied streets and 
caused the evacuation of more than IOO 
homes. 
More than IO inches of rain fell in 
downtown Charleston in a 24-hour span 
ending Monday afternoon. 
Tornadoes were sighted 
in the 
vicinity of Laramie and Cheyenne, 
Wyo., and one twister touched down 
near Beaumont, Tex., damaging an oil 
refinery. No personal injuries were 
reported. 
Four inches of rain at Sabinal, Tex., 
choked the Sabinal River. About an 
inch fell at I .armine, Wyo.; Green Bay, 
Wis., and Montpelier, Vt.

Gould, 39, became interested in wine 
when he lived in Boston several years

Doctors Case 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) — The state 
Medical Board today was to consider 
for the third time the case of Dr. 
Gordon F. Morkel of Mansfield, who 
has been accused of improper use of 
paramedics. 
The charges stem from four in­ 
cidents dating back as far as Sept. 5, 
1970. Morkel is accused of "grossly 
unprofessional or dishonest conduct” 
in assessing fees for medical services 
he allegedly did not perform. 
The first hearing was March I when 
M orkel’s attorneys attempted to 
disqualify board secretary Dr. Henry 
G. Cramblett and other unspecified 
board 
members on 
grounds 
of 
prejudice. 
Then, in hearings early in April, the 
board ruled it was not prejudiced and 
could fairly judge the case. 
Also at the April session, two wit­ 
nesses for the state used the Fifth 
Amendment and rejected a medical 
board promise of immunity from 
prosecution in return for testimony. 
That led Chip Collett, state assistant 
attorney general, to call for dropping 
six of the eight counts against Morkel, 
a move the board rejected. 
Part of the problem of potential 
prejudice by the board centers on the 
fact that the board, as a licensing 
agent for physicians, both investigates 
alleged improper conduct, and holds 
hearings on such cases. Its legal ad­ 
viser serves as prosecutor at such 
hearings. 
Any decision can be subject to court 
review. 
The witnesses who refused to testify, 
Richard McWherter and Robert Work­ 
man, said their legal counsel told them 
the medical board had no legal author­ 
ity to grant immunity. McWherter and 
Workman are paramedics employed 
by Morkel.

From her summer base she 
gathers materials from the 
land. All are to be used during 
the winter months, back in 
her Port Arthur home, to 
make her nature handicrafts. 
As 
Mama 
Hill 
says, 
“There’s nothing that is noth­ 
ing. Everything is some­ 
thing.” 
From all these somethings 
like a fallen twig, armadillo 
bones, leaves, shells, stones, 
feathers, petals, pine cones, 
she will create a picture, 
bookmark, paper weight, 
pencil holder, anything! 
Sharing her creative tal­ 
ents and keen imagination 
with others, Mama Hill has 
taught handicrafts each sum­ 
mer for the past 14 years to 
young people at the United 
Methodist District Encamp­ 
ment near Palestine. 
She also spends three 
weeks each summer at scout 
camps in Tyler County teach­ 
ing crafts as well as her own 
Cub Scout troop in Woodville. 
Mama Hill’s love affair 
with nature started when she 
was 6 years old, a time she 
vividly remembers. 
Born in Ames, Iowa, she re­ 
members Dr. Seaman A. 
Knapp, a friend of her father 
and president of A&M College 
at Ames, who first taught her 
the beauty of all God’s crea­ 
tures. 
“ We would go for long 
walks in the orchard or down 
by the streams,” recalled 
Mama Hill, “ Dr. Knapp 
would show me the veins in 
the leaves and tell me how 
each one was special. 
“ No two were alike. Just 
like your hands, he said, there 
are no two hands alike. All 
hands are special,” she re­ 
members. 
Mama Hill brought her love 
of trees, animals and flowers 
along when the family moved 
to Texas in 1887. As she says, 
“ I never was a Yankee; al­ 
ways a Texan.” 
And as a Texan she has im­ 
planted her mark of love and 
concern on everything she’s 
touched. 
Her journalistic endeavors 
for preservation of the Big 
Thicket began in 1926 when 
she wrote a series of articles 
for an area newspaper. 
She continued writing for a 
number of area newspapers 
and still writes a weekly col­ 
umn for the Tyler County 
Booster and Piney Wood 
Press. 
She has captured her 
thoughts and memories in 
three books of poetry, all of 
which have been published. 
Ixist year she completed a 
book of stories on early years 
in the Thicket titled, “ God’s 
Children, All — Red, White 
and Black.” 
“ I’m still waiting to have it 
published,” related 
Mama 
Hill, “actually, I guess you’d 
say I ’m waiting to get the 
money together to have it 
published.” 
A friend to the young, old, 
well-known and unknown, 
Mama 
Hill 
was 
named 
“ Woman of the Year” in 
Texas in 1970. Her most 
recent honor was bestowed 
when she was named a life 
member of the Tyler County 
Chamber of Commerce and 
honored for her outstanding 
civic work. 
A new variety of dogwood 
■ tree, planted last Arbor Day, 
stands in the courthouse 
■ square in Woodville — named 
in her honor. 
With 94 years of living be­ 
hind her, Mama Hill has 
never had a headache, nor an 
earache. In fact, she doesn’t 
even wear glasses. 
“ I tell my young students,” 
said Mama Hill, “life is like 
going from one grade to an­ 
other. You wouldn’t want to 
stay in the second grade ail 
your life. 
“Old age is the pinnacle of 
life. You have so many things 
to remember. So much to 
share with others. I wouldn’t 
want to be young again. 
“The only thing,” conclud­ 
ed Mama Hill, “ I wish I could 
live for 94 more years. There 
are so many things I still 
want to do ”
